During the past two years the arehitec- 
tme of this important public structure has been severe­ 


ly criticised in sotti© of the papers, and it has been 
generally considered a fair object to level 
satirical 


squibs against, 
Its location has also been seriously 
culled in question, but without much reason, we think, 


since it occupies a respectable scite which has been 
devoted to the use of our Courts for nearly a century, 


and around which have long been concentrated the 
offices of the legal profession, and the Officers of Jus­ 


tice fiom the highest to the lowest. 
Relieving that a 
brief description of its internal accommodations and 
principal apartments will ho of more uso to our read­ 
ers, as a guide, should any o f thorn unfortunately liavo 
business therein,-—which mny Heaven avert—than a 
critical essay on ils supposed deficiency in exterior 
elegance, or grandeur, we have minuted for their con­ 


venience the follow ing memoranda : — 
Basem ent story :— 17(3* feet by 60 : contains on 


the east side three large rooms, well filled up, and 
lighted with gass, and o c c u p i e d by the Centro watch— 
within theso rooms are the entrances to three cells, for 
the confinement of pi isoners brought in by the watch, 


whose enses are to he first inquired into by the officers 


of the watch. 
On the west side are ten cells, for the 
reception of prisoners for trial before any of the Courts 
above. 
Though stationary while there, they may he 
considered as prisoners in tra nsitu— either to the Slate 
Prison, rlouse of Correction, Common Jail, and some­ 
times liberty. 
As people will generally he show n llio 


way to the above-mentioned apartments, when they 
may he supposed to Imvc business there, a minute 
description of their locations is not necessary. 
On the 
west side are also two furnace rooms, for heating the 
upper portion of the building. 
A pump room, cellar, 
and a large apartment originally intended for the Grand 
Jury Room, we believe, constitutes the remainder of the 
conveniences in the basement story. 


First f i o r .— North end: Police Court, 4!* feet 10 
inches by 26 feet, with an iron rai mg extending across, 
near the centre, to keep back the spectators, and pre­ 
vent their crowding upon the suitors, witnesses and offi­ 
cers ; Justices’ Court, 31 ft. 10, by 20 ft. 3 ; office of 
Clerk of Police Court, and Judges’ Room.— South end : 
office of Clerk of the Supreme Judicial Court, 40 ft by 
19 ft. 11, with an anti-room ; and the office of the Clerk 
of Common Pleas, of the same size, but without an an­ 
ti-room. 
Second floor.— South end : Supreme Judicial Court, 
49 ft. 10 by 40 feet, with a room for the Judges, com­ 
municating with the haw Library, on the East side, in­ 
tervening between the United States Court Room, of 
the same dimensions as the Supreme Court, and having 
like that a gallery, on the side facing the Bench. 
'There 
are also two sufe-rooms, and another for the aceommo- 
dation of witnesses and parties. 
7'htrd floor.— South End : the Court of Common 
Plens, 40 It. 10, by 40 ft. North End, Municipal Court, 
of the same dimensions, with gallery, and u mahogany 
“ dock” for prisoners, so high that they cannot be seen 
from the rear, and surmounted by three inch nails 
driven 
upwards in imitation of spikes. 
T h e Grand 
Jury Room is on the west side, with rooms for witnesses, 
male and female, on the East side is the office of the 
Clerk of the Municipal Court, and the Judge’s Room. 
Between the first and the second floors, like a nest of 


boxes within a box, is tha “ L o b b y ," containing a suf­ 
ficient number of rooms to accommodate all tho pannels 
of traverse juries that may have occasion to retire to 
deliberate on their verdicts, even should the four Jury 


Courts happen to be in session at the same time. 
I he 
nscent to the “ Lobby” is by the two inner flights of 


stairs. 
It can also be approached from the inner en­ 


trances of the large Court Rooms. 
T he furniture and fixtures of the various Court Rooms 


combine utility and elegance ns well as may be. 
T he 
carpets are of u firm fabric, and agro< able color. 
Tho 
lawyers’ cloth-covered tables are quite classic, and the 


hair-bottom chairs truly comfortable. 
T h e Probate Court and the Registry of Deeds are 
the only C o u n t y Olfices, which will not ho contained in 


the New Court House. 
They are to he kept, we un­ 
derstand in two fire-proof buildings, to be constructed 
out of the stone of which the Old Court is built, and to 
be erected very near their present sites. 
It is three weeks sitico the United States Circuit 
Court commenced its sittings in its new room, and 
yesterday morning, Judge T h a t c h e r delivered the 
Charge to the Grand Jury, in the Municipal Court 
Room. 
His Honor embraced the opportunity, to in­ 
troduce some historical notices of tho building of the 
Old State House, and the two old Court Houses, the 


oldest of which has been demolished to make room for 
the present. 
His Honor also dwelt at some length up­ 
on the subject of insanity, as connected with the ad­ 
ministration of Justice, having had his attention di­ 


rected to the subject by the frequency with which the 
plea had been set up in defence of otlences by criminals 
recently. 
His Honor expressed an opinion, that the 
lux mode of disciplining youth in modern times—par­ 
ticularly since the French Revolution—was not favor­ 
able to the growth of strong minds. 
He had also had 


occasion to observe, that many of the female sex 
manifested a disposition to abandon the gentle and 


soothing duties o f domestic life, and engage in political 
di-icu-iion» and transactions. 
W e could not perceive 
the drift of Uis Manor’s censure, unless he referred to 
female anti-shivery societies, 
lie also adverted to the 
Temperance question, and remarked that it was, if 
properly conducted, in intimate connexion [with a sub 
mission to the laws.— Innuendo, that the llev. .Mr. 
Cheever, while editor o f the Landmark, broke the 
Law of Libel when lie dreamt about Deacon Giles’ 
Distillery. 
His Honor made some strong and well- 
timed remarks concerning mercantile frauds.
